AMERICAN EXHIBIT

principal aim of this 
give us an indication of the artistic de- 
velopment of America. Really to serve 
the purpose, demonstrations of this kind 
ought to be as complete 
otherwise they are likely to produce an 
effect directly opposite to that intended, 
and do more damage than good. The 
variety and quality of the works in the 
present exhibition are a guaranty that 
it is, within its scope, which is neces 
sarily limited, fairly representative of 
American painting today. It comprises 
about seventy artists represented by 300 
paintings and sculptures. 

As M. Egmont Arens has so well said 
in the preface to the catalogue: “It is 
impossible for an American visitor to 
view this exhibition without just pride.” 
For a long time the American school, 
with a few notable exceptions, was 
liable to appear to French eyes as being 


a sort of product of the Académie Julien. 


To-day all this has changed. Without 
presenting a very marked national char 
acter—the general tendency in all coun- 
tries being for national characteristics 
to become more and more attenuated- 
American painting does nevertheless 
seem to present fairly definite ethnical 
characteristics in comprehension of th 
subject as well as in its execution, which 
appear to be embodied in a kind of 
cult—the glorification of nature, of 
youth, health and strength. 

\n important place has been given to 
George Bellows, who is little known in 
Paris, but whose talent and mastery of 
his art really merit the better acquaint- 
inceship we are now making with his 
work. He is represented here by some 
very good portraits, interiors, nudes and 
landscapes—the charm of “Gramercy 
Park” might well design it for acquisi- 
tion by the French Government—and 
also by his vigorous compositions in 
black-and-white, and some remarkable 
lithographs. A portrait of Mrs. Sterner

GLOUCESTER—The rival  exhibi- 
tions of the North Shore Arts Asso- 
ciation and the Gloucester Society of 
Artists are attracting large crowds. On 
the opening day of the North Shore’s 
second annual exhibit in its new and 
perfectly lighted galleries 4,000 people 
viewed the show between the hours of 
one and six, 

A youthful vigor characterizes the 
exhibition of the Gloucester Society of 
Artists, due no doubt to its no-jury rule. 
Many of the members of each organiza- 
tion are also affiliated with the other, so 
that the rivalry is in some particulars 
not so great as might appear. 

The North Shore landscape prize of 
$100 presented by Alice Worthington 
Ball, was awarded for the first time. 
It went to Frederick J. Waugh’s “Atlan- 
tic Coast.” Waugh has one of the out- 
standing groups in the exhibition, in 
which 355 works are shown. 

Cape Ann subjects, in brilliant array, 
give an air of breeziness to the whole 
show of the North Shore Association.

Graupe’s Holds an Auction 

BERLIN.—An important sale of etch- 
ings and drawings was held at Graupe’s. 
In spite of the critical financial situation 
in Germany, which is a great handicap 
for the art trade, the result, due to the 
excellent quality of the objects, was sat- 
isfactory. One lithograph by Hédler 
sold at 155, two at 160 gold marks each. 
A portrait in charcoal by Oskar Ko- 
koschka brought 200, a nude in water 
color by Paula Modersohn-Becker, 200; 
drawings for frescoes in Hohenschwan- 
gau Castle by Moriz von Schwind, 520. 
Works by Liebermann, Redon and Sle- 
vogt were among those sold. 
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A GIFT TO FRANCE 


With the possible exceptions of the 
American-made money spent by Schlie- 
mann in his famous excavations and the 
Theodore H. Davis expenditures made 
in his Egyptian tomb digging, no gift 
of an American to Europe can compare 
with that of the $1,000,000 presented to 
the French government by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., for the restoration of 
some of its great architectural monu- 
ments. Specifically this gift is to be 
devoted to the reconstruction of the 
roof of Rheims Cathedral, repairs to the 
fountains at Versailles, and the recondi- 
tioning of the palace of Fontainebleau 
and its grounds. From the viewpoint of 
sentiment this Rockefeller gift quite 
eclipses the expenditures by Schliemann 
and Davis, for the destruction of 
Rheims Cathedral in the World War 
touched the hearts of thousands of 
Americans to whom the German and 
American excavators were scarcely 
identified names, while Versailles and 
Fontainebleau have grown to be quite 
as familiar in this country as the great 
cathedral through historic associations 
alone. 

M. Poincaré stated a simple truth 
when he said, in accepting the Rocke- 
feller gift: “These architectural glories 
belong to all; they are the artistic 
patrimony of the whole world.” France 
in her great wisdom has made the world 
always feel this and the world of artistic 
sensibilities has taken these monuments 
for its own in a very real and personal 
sense of possession. American wealth 
has been the means of the acquisition by 
our countrymen of many of the great 
art treasures of Europe. But never 
before has a great American fortune 
shared its wealth with Europe in the 
cause of art so gracefully and to such 
high purpose. This Rockefeller gift to 
France ought to convince skeptical 
Europeans that Americans after all, 
have a touch of idealism and can give 
as well as take in connection with art. 





WILLIAM LAUREL HARRIS 


Practical art in America suffered a 
grievous blow through the sudden death 
of William Laurel Harris at his sum- 
mer studio home on Lake George on 
July 3. Steeped as he was in that medi- 
eval spirit which found its chief practi- 
cal expression in the guilds, he spent 
most of the last of his fifty-four years 
of life in teaching by word and example 
the lesson of those associations of 
artists and craftsmen cardinal 
principles were to do fine work honestly 
and to make their products count as art 
and pay as commercial products. 

Although William Laurel Harris left 
a fair number of permanent memorials 


whose 





in the form of mural decorations such 
as those in the Paulist Church in this 
city, he will be best and longest remem- 
bered by such creative influences as the 
distinguished collection of contemporary 
American furniture and textiles he as- 
sembled for exhibition in Washington 
and at the Avery Library at Columbia 
University, his rooms designed for ex- 
hibition at the Art-In-Trades Club 
shows, and his very practical work with 
the Architectural League, the Art Cen- 
ter and the Fine Arts Federation. 
William Laurel Harris combined with 
the utmost social charm a wide and 
profound knowledge of arts and crafts, 
and this knowledge he gave to the 
world or to the individual freely and 
with touching modesty. It may well be 
said of him that he literally spent his 
life in the cause of the betterment of 
art in our country. 
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WILLIAM LAUREL HARRIS 

William Laurel Harris, mural painter 
and contributing editor to Good Furni- 
ture, died suddenly at his summer 
studio, Lake George, N. Y., on July 3. 
He was born in New York city fifty- 
four years ago. He studied at the Art 
Students League and in Paris, later 
traveling extensively. He made studies 
of the mosaics at Ravenna and of the 
old stained glass at Chartres Cathedral. 

Mr. Harris had been managing direc- 
tor of the Art Center, and a member 
of the executive committee of the 
Architectural Painters and of the Archi- 
tectural League. He lectured on art in 
a highly original way, and as a mural 
painter he spent twelve years working 
on the decorations of the Paulist 
Church in this city. He also worked 
on the decorations in:the Congressional 


Library and in St. Bartholomew’s 
Church. As a writer he gained dis- 
tinction in the fields of furniture and 


interior decoration, the last article he 
wrote being an article on silver that 
is to appear in the September issue of 
International Studio,

Bond Street is as full of attractions as 
Wembley just now, for every gallery has 
organized some show or other worthy 
to allure the attention of the visitors in 
our midst. With the thermometer for 
once at a duly appropriate height, it is 
the small, carefully selected exhibition 
that obtains one’s gratitude and this as- 
suredly is the character of the loan ex- 
hibition of some forty old masters which 
Messrs. Agnew have organized at 43 Old 
Bond St., on behalf of Lord Haig’s ap- 
peal for ex-service men. It is not often 
that one has the opportunity of extend- 
ing one’s acquaintance of so rare a 
master as Giorgione, but here is a splen- 
did example in the form of the portrait 
that has generally gone by the name of 
that of the reformer, Martin Bucer, of 
Strasburg. Like most Giorgiones the 
work has been attributed by various 
authorities to Titian, but both in feeling 
and in style it is so entirely in accord- 
ance with the Giogione traditions as to 
leave very little doubt in the mind of 
those who have studied the artist. Next 
to it is a Greuze portrait which, on the 
other hand is so little characteristic of 
this painter that before one consults 
a catalogue one surmises it to be a typi~ 
cal Hogarth. It is of Etienne Jeaurat, 
the French artist, painted with consum- 
mate candor and not a little dry humor. 
It is considerably more fitted to go down 
to posterity as a work worthy of note 


than any number of Greuze’s sickly 
sweet studies of womanhood. Four 
Rembrandts is a generous allowance, 


and of these the portrait of the wife of 
Burgomaster Six, depicted at a balu- 
strade with her hair loosened, is superb 
in its treatment of character and _ its 
delineation of detail. Among the earlier 
schools is a “Virgin in Adoration” 
of the Verrocchio school, with all that 
atmosphere of sweetness and of charm 
which distinguishes the master. 

The offspring of eminent and success- 
ful men have as a rule an unfortunate 
way of failing to come up to the stand- 
ard set by their parents. But Miss 
Kathleen Mann, who is a daughter of 
Harrington Mann, the portrait painter, 
is an exception to the rule. She is now 
holding a show of her work at the Digh- 
ton Galleries, 3 Savile Row, which, al- 
though it is the first she has held, 
definitely places her high among con- 
temporary portraitists. It is obvious 
that she has an intimate acquaintance 
with the psychology of modern woman- 
hood, for she has the most penetrating 
way of fixing on canvas all that is most 
salient in the up-to-date types. 

The exhibition at the Carroll Gal- 
leries of the water-color drawings of the 
Canadian Rockies by Charles John Col- 
lings is meeting with vast appreciation. 
Indeed in certain quarters perfervid ad- 
mirers hz ave gone so far as to acclaim 
him as “greater than Turner,” and 
though this meed of praise may appear | 
a trifle excessive, it is certain that the} 
artist does display a very remarkable 
aptitude for pure, limpid color, as well 
as a fine feeling for design and form. 





His greatest quality lies in his exceed- 
ingly decorative treatment of sky, moun- | 
tains and water, whether these are visu-| 
alized in smiling mood or with that | 
sombre fatefulness which at times in- | 
vests them. When one is told that Col-| 
lings leads the life of a recluse, one un- | 
derstands at once that it is his constant 
communion with Nature that enables 
him so intimately to reach to the heart 
of her mystery. 

I went in this week to see the two 
Degas landscapes which the Lefévre 
Galleries have added to their show of 
XIXth century French masters. Such 
examples from the hand of the specialist 
in ballet types are of great rarity and 
of such exquisite quality that they cause 
his admirers a pang of real regret that 
he should not have devoted more of his 
time to such studies. Very tender and 
delicate are these little works, the one 
in its delineation of a sandy shore and a 
cloud-strewn sky, the other of a coun- 
tryside seen under the dusk of evening. 
A small fruit study by Cézanne suggests 
the influence which the artist undoubt- 
edly has wielded on contemporary 
methods of dealing with such subjects, 
and several Sisleys provide examples of 
the various stages of development 
through which this painter progressed to 
his final perfection. 

Modern French pictures also form the 
show at Colnaghi’s that Mr. Ramsey 
Mac Donald opened in connection with 
the Contemporary Art Society a few 
days ago, an occasion on which he 
hinted that it would be his policy to en- 
courage the grant of more extensive 
governmental funds for the purchase 
for the nation of works of art. The, 
exhibition itself is not of equal value 
throughout, but there are a great number 


of works that one is glad to meet with, 
such, for instance, as the nude of 
Matisse, the “Marie” of Marie Lauren- 
cin, and the landscape of Vlaminck. 
The yearly dinner of the British An- 
tique Dealers’ Association has become 
quite an event in London’s calendar, for 
it is always an occasion for the meet-

The enthusiasm for Chinese objets 
d’art proceeds over here by leaps and 
bounds, as does likewise the requisite 
knowledge concerning the various types 
of porcelain and pottery. An exhibition 
which is attracting to itself numbers of 
our most instructed collectors is that 
held at the Sparks Gallery, 37 Duke St., 
Manchester Square, a stone’s throw 
from the Wallace collection. Among a 
number of rare pieces is a set of five 
figurines of baked clay, each bearing 
some object, illustrative no doubt of oc- 
cupation or profession. Each is a per- 
fect bit of modeling, reminiscent, a little, 
of the Greek tanagra figures that give so 
vital an idea of the life and customs of 
their time. Some examples of archaic 
pottery possess the curious complete- 
ness in the portrayal of animal life 
which these early pieces display, as com- 
pared with later work, a completeness 
which, it may be remarked, is not pecu- 
liar to China alone but is shared with 
other nations, both European and Asi- 
atic, in their primitive periods. Another 
exhibit which has especial interest for 
connoisseurs is the pottery painted in a 
manner which was also applied to early 
bronzes about two thousand years ago. 
Three jars bearing this form of decora- 


tion are probably the earliest yet 
brought to light; two of them form a 
pair, each with its own lid, a point 


which greatly increases their value. 
Those who have known the allure of 
the East, and equally those who have 
known it not, will find plenty to charm 
them in the exhibition of Percy R. 
Craft’s pictures and drawings at the 
Greatorex Galleries in Grafton St., W. 
Most of the studies are of Palestine and 
Syria and give a most successful im- 
pression not merely of the atmospheric 
effects, the architecture and the people 
belonging to the country, but at the 
same time manage to suggest that asso- 
ciation of the mystical and the super- 
natural that has- come down to us 
through the ages. 
Twenty-five painters 
themselves together into “The Society 
of 25 Painters” and are giving a de- 
lightful exhibition of their work at the 
Fine Art Society, 148 New Bond St., W. 
They have selected themselves well, for 
they have managed to secure with so 
small a number not alone a surprising 
amount of variety in style and theme 
but also a remarkably high level in re- 
gard to quality.
